In evaluating the application and arriving at a final decision fo issue this permit, the
Department deemed the application complete on March 5, 2013 and solicited written public
comments by placing a newspaper advertisement in the Gloucester-Mathews Gazette-Journal
newspaper on March 7, 2013. The thirty day comment period (provided forin 2 VAC 5-80-270)
expired on April 4, 2013 and the concurrent forty-five day comment period (provided forin 9
VAC 5-80-290.E) expired on April 22, 2013. TBDNo comments were received in this office from the
public or US EPA.

This approval to operate does not relieve Waste Management Disposal Services of
Virginia, Inc. of the responsibility o comply with all other local, state, and federal permit
regulations.

Issuance of this permit is a case decision. The Regulations, at ? VAC 5-170-200, provide
that you may request a formal hearing from this case decision by filing a petition with the Board
within 30 days after this permit is mailed or delivered to you. Please consult that and other
relevant provisions for additional requirements for such requests.
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Additionally, as provided by Rule 2A:2 of the Supreme Court of Virginia, you have 30 days
from the date you actually received this permit or the date on which it was mailed to you,
whichever occurred first, within which to initiate an appeal to court by filing a Notice of Appeal
with:
